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Corsicana Joins Elite 
With Reduced Tax Rate 


Corsicana joined a select minority 


Tuesday with the City Commission's 
unanimous vote on first reading to 
establish a reduced 1972 city tax rate. 


The action was merely a formality 


since the commission had agreed in 1971 
to reduce the 1972 rate from $1.25 to 
$0.78. 1972's assessment is based on 100 
•per cent valuation instead the 62V2 per 
cent ratio previously used. 


City Manager Jack Russell said the 


dispensing of funds will be 60 cents on 
every $100 evaluation to the General 
Fund, 15 cents on every $100 evaluation 
to Interest and Sinking Fund and three 
cents to library maintenance. 


In other action, the council: 
—Approved on first reading a 2.52 per 


cent rate increase by Lone Star Gas Co. 
for residential and commercial gas 
customers; the commission voted 3-0 in 
favor, Mayor Sue Youngblood ab- 
staining.

Judge's 
Ouster 
Stalled

City Judge Fred Upchurch will remain 


)n the bench for at least another month. 


A motion by city commissioner John 


Jarlock calling for the judge's im- 
nediate removal failed to draw a 
seconding vote Tuesday afternoon 
luring the regular monthly meeting of 
'he city council. 


Commissioner P.O. Fullwood's motion 


ihat the item be passed until the June 
meeting of the council also failed when 
'he council deadlocked 2-2 on the issue, 
out Mayor Sue Youngblood was forced to 
pass the issue to the June meeting 
anyway since no action could be taken. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube, Jr., was 


absent and not expected back until that 
meeting. 


Mayor Youngblood opened the matter 


by reading a prepared statement in 
which she stated that all members of the 
Commission had agreed at an April 3 
executive session "that it would be to the 
•best interest and welfare of the city that 
said officer be removed." 


Upchurch's conduct both on and off- 


duty, his failure to assess the required 
$2.50 in court costs in several hundred 
cases, his failure to dispose of a traffic 
ticket given him on Feb. 27, his 'nolo 
contendere' plea in a DWI charge heard 
in Navarro County Court on March 24, 
and the fact that he is subject to 
suspension of his driver's license by the 
Department of Public Safety for his 
failure to submit to a breathalyzer test 
were read into the record by the Mayor 
as grounds for the misconduct or 
malfeasance charges. 


City Accountant Don Lundy testified 


before the commission that an audit of 
the city court records reveals "ap- 
proximately 225 separate cases where, 
in my opinion, the required $2.50 court 
cost was not assessed." The sum, which 
a Sept. 1, 1971, state law requires be 
levied on alJ fines, has already totaled 
about $1,600, he added, an amount the 
city must pay the state regardless of 
whether it is collected from offenders. 


Upchurch, who has refused on three 


earlier occasions to resign, was not in 
the courtroom. When no one responded 
in answer to Mayor Youngblood's offer 
to let anyone speak on behalf of the 
judge, she closed off public debate and 
Carlock offered his motion. 


Reading from a card, Carlock cited 


the fact that the commission had agreed 
on this course of action and that due 
notice had been given the judge in 
seeking his voluntary resignation. He 
then moved for the judge's dismissal 
"effective this date." 


Commissioner Bob Scott reclined in 


his chair and stared out over the room 
while Commissioner Fullwood kept his 
eyes on the desk in front of him. Neither 
man said anything. 


Mayor Youngblood asked City At- 


torney Don Pevehouse if she 
was 


allowed to second the motion and was 
told she could not. "I assume," she then 
said, "that Mr. Carlock's motion died for 
lack of a second." 


Scott commented that, although the 


commission had agreed in executive 
session on the course of action moved for 
by Carlock, he felt obligated "to wait 
until Commissioner Stroube returns to 
see how this comes out." He moved to 
table the motion, another action that 
drew no seconding vote. 


Pevehouse entered the discussion and 


agreed with Mayor Youngblood that the 
City had met all its requirements in 
offering Judge Upchurch an opportunity 
to resign. The Mayor had personally 
asked the judge's resignation, on Feb. 28 
and on March 29, before writing him a 
letter on April 25 which notified him, in 
compliance with the law, of the Tuesday 
public hearing. 


Scott renewed his motion for tabling 


the item until the June meeting and 
Fullwood, citing Stroube's absence, 
seconded. 


"At our executive session, we knew 


that commissioner Stroube would not be 
here today," the Mayor argued. In fact, 
she added, Scott had said at that meeting 
that he would see to it this matter was 
put on the agenda if the Mayor did not. 


"It's not a matter of life and death that 


it be done today," Scott said. His motion 
then was voted on, he and Fullwood 
voting in favor of tabling the issue while 
Mayor Youngblood and Carlock voted 
"no." 


"Since we're deadlocked," said the 


Mayor, "I'll have to pass this to the June 
agenda."
